She died on 
December 7, 1925, and on December 17 de- 
fendants negligently, wrongfully and in 
breach of duty as bankers paid the amount 
of the deposit to Timothy C. Crinion, a 
customer of defendants, on @ forged authurity 
of Bridget McKeever. | 
DEFENDANTS' CASE, 

Defendants denied that the money was 
deposited as stated, and pleaded alternatively 
that upon the death of Julia Sheridan the 
money became the property of Bridget 
McKeever, who alone was entitled to call 
upon them for payment to herself or such 
person as she might direct. They denied 
negligence or Meal of duty; that they paid 
the money to Mr. Crinion or that the 
authority was forged, and said that Bridget 
McKeever authorised and instructed them to 
pay the money to Mr. Crinion. Admitting 
ior the purpose of the plea, but not other- 
wise, that the authority in writing purport- 
ing to have been given by Bridget McKeever 
for the payment of the money to Mr. Crinion 
was forged, defendants said that the plain- 
tiffs were estopped from suing. 

JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his judgment, 
reviewed the evidence. He said that four 
days after the death of Julia Sheridan, 
Bridget McKeever, the surviving depositor, 
her sister, went into the bank at Navan, and 
had a conversation with Mr. Brady, who was 
then an accountant in that branch. On 
December 16 Mr. Crinion, a solicitor then 
practising in Navan, came into the bank with 
the deposit receipt, admittedly signed by 
Bridget McKeever, and asked to have the 
moneys represented by it transferred to his 
personal account; but the manager on that 
occasion was not prepared to transfer the 
money, and asked Mr. Crinion to bring him a 
letter of authority from Miss McKeever. Mr. 
Crinion went away, and on the following day 
he came in again, producing on that occasion, 
In addition to the deposit receipt and 
certificate of death, a letter bearing the date 
December 16, and purporting to be 
signed by — Bridget McKeever. His 
lordship was satisfied that that letter 
was never. in effect; signed by Bridget 
McKeever, and that it was a forgery. . That 
being so, he was driven to consider the case, 
having regard to the fact that the Bank was 
induced to pay this money by the production 
of this deposit receipt signed by Bridget 
McKeever, and in the light of the interview 
that took place between Bridget McKeever 
and Mr. Brady on December 17, Mr. Brady 
stated that Miss McKeever told him that her 
sister had left certain instructions as to how 
the money was to be dealt with, that Mr. 
Crinion knew what her sister’s wishes were, 
and that she was going to hand everything 
over to Mr. Crinion, so that he could deal 
with it. 

THE DEPOSIT RECEIPT. 

She asked Mr. Brady if she would have 
to draw out the money in cash, and Mr. 
Brady said that it was a large sum of money 
to carry about and suggested that she could 
endorse the receipt oad hand it over to Mr. 
Crinion, She then went away, and few 
days afterwards Mr. Crinion came. into the 
bank and produced the deposit receipt duly 
signed by Bridget McKeever. 

In view of that conversation; in view of 
the fact that Miss McKeever went in to Mr. 
Crinion, endorsed the deposit receipt and 
handed it over’ to him; in view of the fact 


| that Mr. Crinion was acting in the adminis- 


tration of this estate at the time. and for a 
considerable time afterwards, and that she 
herself handed to Mr. Crinion a gum repre- 
senting proceeds of the estate of Julia 
Sheridan for the purpose of being dealt with 
by him, his Lordship would be prepared, if 

vere necessary to do so, to draw the 
inference that when Miss McKeever went to 
Mr. Crinion and handed over to him that 
deposit receipt fully endorsed by her, she 
did, in fact, authorise him to rece.ve the 
money represented thereby. His Lordship 
did not think, however, that it was neces- 
sary for him to determine that question. He 
thought these case might readily be disposed 
of on the ground of estoppel. 

THE DECISION. 

Having again referred to the conversation 
between Miss McKeever and Mr. Brady ip 
the bank on December 11, his Lordship said 
that, i: view of all the circumstances, he was 
of opinion that when Miss McKeever handed 
over the deposit receipt duly endorsed to 
M: Crinion and enabled him to go into the 
bank with it, she induced the bank to believe 
that she had duly authorised him to receive 
this money. That being so, she was now 
estopped from saying that she did not, in 
fact, so authorise him. In these circum- 
stances, he was of opinion that this action 
failed, and must be dismissed with costs.

SEQUEL TO ARRESTS. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST 
CIVIC GUARDS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND A JURY.) 
[he hearing was begun of an action for 


‘alleged assault, brought by James Doherty, 


farmer, The Strand, Carrick-on-Suir, County 
Tipperary, against Thomas Spain, Kilkenny ; 
John Hartigan, Thurles; and John Shaw and 
mem bers 
of the detective branch of the Civic Guard. 

Mr. Lynn (instructed by Mr. P. Campbell) 
appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Wood, 
K.C., Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. Binchy 
(instructed by Mr. Anthony O’Carroll) for the 
defendants 

Maurice Healy, Transport Union official, 
Newline road, Carrick-on-Suir, and James 
Crotty, Coolnamuck, Carrick-on-Suir, also 
brought actions for damages against the same 
defendants. : 

Mr. Justice Hanna decided to hear all three 
actions together. 

The plaintiffs, in their separate statements 
of claim, alleged that they were grievously 
assaulted by all three defendants by being 
beaten and kicked, at the Civic Guard 
Barrack, Rathgormack, on November 23rd, 
1926. 

The defendants denied seriatim all the 
allegations of assault, and stated that the 
plaintiffs were arrested and taken to Rathgor- 
mack Civic Guard stafion by the defendants 
in the bona-fide execution and discharge of 
their duty as members of the Civic Guard. 
The defendants also said that if they 
assaulted or used violence towards the 
plaintiffs, which was not admitted, they did 
so in self-defence, to prevent the escape of 
the plaintiffs from lawful custody. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

James Crotty, one of the plaintiffs, stated 
that he was a farmer’s son and lived near 
Coolnamuck, Carrick-on-Suir. On November 
23rd, 1926, he was awakened about 6 a.m. 
Two men were standing by his bedside in 
plain clothes. He was told to get up and 
dress quickly. They produced no warrant, 
and he protested. Witness’s father said that 
it was a terrible thing that they should come 
into a house and arrest a person like that. 
They told him to “shut his mouth.” 
When dressed, witness was taken out on to the 
roadside and placed in a motor car. He was 
then taken to Rathgormack barracks, some 
five miles from Carrick-on-Suir, When wit- 
ness entered the barrack he was met by Spain 
and a big Guard. They asked was he Crotty 
and he said “ Yes.” Spain said: ' You must 
say yes, sir, here” With that they both 
struck him in the face, and his mouth bled. 
He was struck and kicked down the hall- 
way to the further end and into a room. 
Spain, Hartigan and Shaw came into the 
room. They charged him with being impli- 
cated in barrack raids, Witness said that he 
was not; that he was in his own home at the 
time the raids were carried out. 

“COME ON AND TELL.” 

‘They started to beat me straight away, - 
said witness. ‘‘ They kicked and beat me, 
and the big fellow (Hartigan) had a’ baton in 
his hand. He kept digging me in the ribs, 
saying: ‘Come on and tell.” Shaw was 
kicking me and Spain was striking me in the 
face. They had their boots on when they 
kicked me. This continued for a good while. 
I asked them for God's sake to shoot me and 
have done with it, | was in such terrible 
agony.” | 

Spain said that they would “torture him 
to death first, and then shoot him, and bury 
his body where it would never be got.” 

‘‘T was then made to face the wall,’’ wit- 
ness went on, ‘Several times they struck 
me with their fists on the , which 
‘ricochetted off the wall.’ Spain and Hartigan 
were both striking me on the back of the 
head, saying: ‘What about the Monamine 


‘robbery ; come on and tell us something about 


it?’ en two men who were sitting at the 
fire in the room came along. One of these 
men was named Sullivan. Sullivan struck me 
in the face. I was then told to strip off. I 
was not able to take off my clothes, and they 


were dragged off me by Hartigan, Ppain and 
“KICKED AND BEATEN,” 


“While my clothes were being taken off I 
was struck again on the head by somebody

. daylights out.” 


with his clenched fist, and I was driven across 
the room, and hit against Sergeant O’Brien. 
He hit me a dig of his fist in the ribs and 
drove me back again. When naked I was 
beaten on the bare back with a strap which 
was attached to a baton by Hartigan. | 
was kicked and beaten on the bare back by 
all three for | don’t know how long. I was 
all stiff, and blood was flowing from my mouth 
and head. After a while this beating topyne 
and I was ordered to dress again. When | 
was dressed I was shoved and kicked down 
the hall-way into another room. I was in a 
terrible state at this time. [| was blood all 
over.” 

In the room, witness went on, there were 
two other men whose faces he could not 
recognise at the time as they were covered 
with blood. He aíterwards learned that these 
men were Healy and Doherty, the other two 
plaintiffs. Later Spain said to: him: '' You 
robber; you robbed an auctioneer and made a 
rich man of your uncle.” Hartigan put á 
revolver into his mouth and started to press 
the trigger. He said: ‘‘1 will blow your 
Spain said: “If I gave you 
two guns, one in each hand, will you fight a 
duel with me?’ He said “No.” 

HEARD SCREAMS. 

Shortly after this the woman employed in 
the barrack came in and began to clean the 
fireplace, She appeared to be frightened and 
went in a faint. About seven o'clock in the 
evening of that day Shaw, Hartigan and 
Spain came into a room and ordered the 
three of them out of the room, and ordered 
Doherty to face the wall. Witness, with 
Healy and a man named Reilly, went out to 
another room. From the room in which 
Doherty was present with the defendants he 
heard screams and sounds of blows. Subse- 
quently witness was taken by Shaw, Spain 
and Hartigan and brought out of the barrack 
to the roadside. They said that they were 
taking him to a place where they would 
make him tell. He was taken into a barn 
and told he would get three minutes to tell. 
Witness was stripped to his trousers and 
boots: Spain kept beating him in the face 
with his clenched fist, and blood flowed from 
his mouth on to the floor. Witness again 
asked them, for God’s sake, to shoot him. 
Hartigan gave him a dig of the baton in the 
ribs, and witness began to vomit. He got a 
blow in the head and fell on the yround 
unconscious, He remembered no more after 
that. When he came to he was in bed. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Cross-exam:ned by Mr. Wood, witness said 
he knew Rathgormack Barracks had been 
raided. He heard that Guard Ward 
was murdered at Hollyford. and Sergeant 
Fitzsimons murdered in Cork. He did not 
know that it was. traced that flat-nosed 
ammunition was used. 

You do not agree that any citizen has the 
right to turn up at a barracks and with 
violence rob the documents’—I don’t know 
anything about that 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Are you the kind of 
man approves of these raids on barracks ?— 
AE 

Mr. Wood—And anyone on that kind of 
enterprise would be doing a very wrong 
thing ?— Yes. 

Were you, on November 14th, a member 
of any organisation ?—No. 

Were you at any time a member of an 
organisation ?—Yes; the I.R.A.; but I never 
took an active part since released from prison 
in 1923. 

Or course, you never resigned ’—No. 

Further cross-examined, the witness denied 
that his head was injured by falling over 
bicycles in the hall of the barrack. 

Mr. Wood— And, after all the kicking and 
beating you say you got, is it true you had 
no bones broken ?—I was told by Dr. Halpin 
that I had my ribs broken, 

I put it to you that what happened was 
that inquiries were made from you and that 
you were impudent about the inquiries and 
did not answer any of the questions ?—That 
is untrue. 

“ILL MAKE YOU COUGH.” 

James Doherty gave evidence of having 
been arrested on the same occasion and to 
having been beaten and kicked. Hartigan, 
he said, beat him about. the body with a 
baton and said: “ Are you going to cough?” 
He was knocked to the ground and kicked 
by Shaw and Sullivan, while Hartigan beat 
him in the face. At another period Hartigan 
caught hold of his hair and banged his head 
against the floor. He was ordered to undress, 
and Hartigan, getting a leather strap, beat 
him across the body. He then said: ‘I'll 
make you cough,” and got a baton and beat 
him about the body. 

After a few minutes he took up a fire 
shovel and used it in the same way. Then 
he took up a fire tongs and did the same. 
At this time Sergeant Shaw put a poker in 
the fire and said: ** Doherty, it’s now you 
are going to suffer. I am going to brand 
you all over,” Shaw took over the poker 
and asked him te take it in his hand, and he 
refused. Shaw placed it back in the fire and 
said; “ It is not hot enough yet.’’ He was left 
about a quarter of an hour naked. After that 
Spain ordered him to put on his clothes. At 
another time Hartigan beat him in the 
chest till the blood came up into his mouth. 
Hartigan told him that if he spit out on the 
floor: that he would make him lick it up. 
Spain came in and said: “Your butty 
Crotty is lying dead outside,”’ Hartigan 
said; “ lí you don’t cough up you'll be the 
same.” Hartigan subsequently put a re- 
volver in his mouth, and beat him with the 
butt of it, 

CROSS-E XAMINED. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Wood, the witness 
said that he was a casual labourer. He 
deserted from the British Army in 1920. He 
did not do any work during the last year, or 
the year previous. He belonged to the 
LR.A. from 1920 to 1923, ‘and left it when 
he went to Wales to work 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Are you a corner boy 
on the ‘“‘dole’’ or a working man ?—I am 
not working. 

Are you on the ‘‘ dole?’’—No. 

Mr. Wood—Do you agree that it would be 
a crime to steal public documents ?”— Yes, 

And that guns should not be used to 
assert public opinion? 

Mr. Lynn—Not even by 
(Laughter. ) 

Witness—Is it necessary to answer that 
question? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Yes. 

Witness—Then I do not believe in guns 
being used. 

Further eross-examined, the witness said 
that he knew nothing about the raid on 
Rathgormack Barrack until he read of it in 
the papers. He had no conversations with 
members of the LR.A. that it would be 
useful to get the barrack books to see who 
was giving information. 


THE RAID ON THE BARRACK. 

Maurice Healy gave evidence to the 
effect that he was kicked and beaten and 
rendered unconscious. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bewley, he said 
that he was never in the LR.A He read 
about the raid on Rathgormack Barrack in 
the newspapers. He was not in sympathy 
with any form of militarism. 

Mr. Bewley—Are you ready to give assist 
ance to the Civic Beards in putting down 
raids on barracks?—Do jou mean military ? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—We are not fovis in 
this Court. Would you, or would you not, 
help’ the Civic Guards? 

I would, answered the witness. 

Witness denied that he offered to tel! 
Sergeant O’Brien privately something about 
the raid, or that he said Doherty was prob- 
ably in it. He attended the inquiry held 
into the matter at the direction of the 
Ministry of Justice, and gave evidence.. As 
the result of the inquiry £15 was awarded 
as compensation to Doherty and £3 to him 
self. He wrote to his solicitor to have the 
£3 returned to the Ministry of Justice. 
He objected to an ex gratia grant of this 
kind, because it would deprive him of his 
legal right to have the matter tried before a 
judge and jury. 


COOK’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Quinlan gave evidence that she was 
cook in the Civic Guard barrack, Rathgor- 
mack, at the period in riereeg She said 
that she found the kitchen all blood. 
Doherty was stretched on the floor. Crotty 
was in bed, with his lips and mouth swollen, 
and could not take any tea. She assisted 
Dr. Halpin in attending to Crotty. 

Cross-examined, thé witness said that she 
was dismissed from the Civic Guard barrack 
in April of the present year. Sergeant 
O’Brien said that she knew as much about 
the raid as anyone else. 

The further hearing was adjourned till to- 
day.

The Waratah Rugby football team were 
entertained at luncheon yesterday in Clery’s 
restaurant, Dublin, by the Dublin Rotary 
Club.

It was further alleged that the accused 
man drove the car in the direction of the 
South Circular road, that a handkerchief was 
placed over the girls eyes, and that wore 
was brought to an unknown house an 
assaulted by being held down on a sofa, 
pinched, kissed, and having her blouse torn. 

On a fourth count the accused man was 
charged with kidnapping Lily Harris by 
detaining her as described in the last para- 
graph for twenty minutes. 

ARM CUT. 

In a depesition made in court on Thurs- 
day last, when the accused man was remanded 
in custody, Miss Harris described how her 
arm was cut on August 26th by the de- 
fendant by some sharp instrument while 
she was in Belgrave square. The tear was 
more than skin-deep, and was treated at 
the Meath Hospital next day. On September 
5th, while standing at Nelson Pillar between 
11 p.m. and 12 midnight, waiting for a 
Palmerston tramcar, she saw the defendant 
board a Sandymount car and followed to 
give him in charge. The defendant got off 
at the end of Haddington road. Later he 
struck the witness, who followed him, in 
ths face with his open hand and then ran 
away. 

On September 12 she came out of Mr. 
Shane’s flat at 9 p.m. to go home, and was 
walking along Leinster road when a 
tall man (not the defendant) spoke 
to her. “TI turned round to answer him, 
she said, “and he was gone. I went 
back to Mr. Shane’s flat and stayed there 
till. 9.45. I then left for home, and came 
through Leinster square. When I got to 
Oxford road I heard a car turn into the road 
after me from Charleston road. It drew up 
to the kerb beside me.” 

The tall man who had spoken to her earlier 
in Leinster road got out of the car and asked 
her what time it was. She did not get time 
to answer him. 

To the Bench—Before the tall man got out 
I observed Coleman (the defendant) seated in 
the car driving it. 

DRIVEN OFF IN CAR. 

Continuing, she said that after the man 
asked her the time Coleman put out his 
hand, gripped her by the arm and dragged 
her Fer: the car. The tall man shoved 
her from behind, and she was forced into the 
front seat of the car beside Coleman, the side 
door having been left open by the tall man. 
The tall man got into the back of the car 
after closing the side door, “and gave me a 
bang on the back of the head.”’ 

The car was turned at the corner of Rugby 
road and proceeded towards Ranelagh, Cole- 
man driving. When the car was passing 
through Ranelagh the witness was struck on 
the head, She had started to scream in 
Ranelagh; she was too frightened to do any- 
thing before that. When she was struck on 
the heal she became weak, and she remem- 
hered no more until she got to the corner of 
Harcourt road. The car still went on—up 
the South Circular road. 

The witness recognised a house at the 
corner of Emor street. The tall man then 
blindfolded her with a handkerchief, and the 
car stopped shortly afterwards. 

She was then taken out of the car, led out 
by the arm, and turned round on a footpath. 
She was walked a few paces along a footpath 
and brought through a gate, up some steps 
and into a hall. She was then taken into a 
room and thrown down on a couch. Then 
she felt someone catch hold of her right arm 
and then her left arm. 

TIED TO DOOR KNOB, 

“I felt them examining my arm where the 
previous injury had been. Then someone tore 
my arm with something again in the same 
place. After that they took me up off the 
couch and tied my two hands behind my back 
to the door knob, I was then standing up 
about five minutes tied to the door. While 
there they tore my blouse in front and some- 
one kissed me. My arms were then freed, 
and they took me out again to the car, lead- 
ing me by the arm, still blindfolded. 

“I was told to step into the car, and the 
car was then driven away some distance. 
After Some time it stopped. The handker- 
chief was then taken off my eyes, and I saw 
Coleman and the same tall man in the car. 
The tall man ordered me out of the car, and 
I got out. He said, ‘ You need not inform 
the police.’ The car drove away, and I 
found myself on the canal bank, between 
Harold’s Cross Bridge and Sally’s Bridge. I 
then went home. 

“I am sure I was twenty minutes in the 
house,” the witness proceeded. ‘“ After 
getting out of the car I found my wrist 
bleeding. There was a fresh cut on it deeper 
than the previous one. While I was blind- 
folded in the room one man’s voice said, 
“You had your laugh this afternoon; we have 
ours now.’ I recognised the voice as that of 
Mr. Joe Isaacson. There seemed to be eight 
or nine people in the room.at the time. I 
cannot say whether Coleman was in 
the room, but both of them led me 
into the room, and when I was standing 
un against ‘the door the tall man said, 
“We will get you again.” There was a good 
deal of talk in Hebrew, which. I did not 
nderstand, Next morning I got my arm 
dressed at the Meath Hospital, and then I

Glynn, on November 10 he questioned the 
defendant in his home in connection with 
the case.

lreland’s Ex-Service Men. 


Dáil Eireann may deal to-morrow with 
Captain William Redmond’s motion con- 
cerning British ex-Service men in the Free 
State, which has been on the Order Paper 
for the last few weeks. It asks the 
Free State Government to set up 4 
committee to inquire into the grievances 
of ex-soldiers—first, in respect of their 
treatment by the British Government, 
and, secondly, in respect of alleged dis- 
crimination against them in their own 
country. Major Bryan Cooper has tabled 
an amendment to this motion, declaring 
that all complaints ought to be made 
through the medium of the ex-Service 
Nearly 300,000 
Irishmen joined the British forces 
during the war as _ volunteers, and 
of these men nearly fifty thousand were 
killed in action. Those who survived 
came back to Ireland hoping to take 
advantage of the various schemes of hous- 
ing, overseas settlement and the like, 
which had been promised to them by the 
British Government. There is no need to 
rehearse the history of the last nine years 
in Southern Ireland. The British Govern- 
ment was engaged so busily in fighting 
for its existence in this country that it 
had no time togthink of the men who had 
fought its battles in France, in Flanders, 
and on a dozen other fields of slaughter. 
At home the ex-soldiers found that a 
new generation had arisen, and that their 
own people had lost sympathy with the 
ideals which had inspired them in their 
great adventure. 

Inevitably the ex-Service men suffered 
during the terrible years of, Ireland's 
torture; and it is estimated t that 
in the Free State alone there are about 
50;000 .ex-soldiers unemployed, of whom 
nearly 30,000 are in the City of Dublin. 
What do these mendemand? The answer is 
simple ; they merely demand a fair chance, 
When the war ended the British Govern- 
ment, “apart from the provision of 
pensions, provided for ex-Service men in 
two ways. It financed great housing 
schemes throughout the country, and, 
with the co-operation of the several 
Dominion Governments, organised a 
scheme by which men who had served in 
the war were enabled to settle overseas at 
a nominal cost to themselves. In the 
Free State the housing scheme was in the 
hands of the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land 
Trust, which had control of a large sum 
of money, to be expended in the provision 
of houses for ex-Service men. The out- 
break of civil disturbance, however, seems 
to have put an end to its activities; for 
only the scantiest provision has been 
made in the Sdorstat for ex-Service men’s 
dwellings. The establishment of the Free 
State automatically deprived Irish ex- 
Service men of the advantage of overseas 
settlement. In Northern Ireland emigra- 
tion to Canada, Australia or New Zealand 
is facilitated by the British Government ; 
but in the Free State ex-Service men have 
no such advantages, with the result that, 
instead of finding useful jobs in the 
Dominions,’ thousands of them are idle in 
the streets of our cities and towns. —

It has been alleged that the Free State 
Government has discriminated against ex- 
Service men, but Lieutenant-Colonel 
Orosfield; D.8,0., Chairman of the British 
Legion, declared last August, after a 
personal investigation of the circum- 
stances, that he could find no instance of 
such discrimination, Nevertheless, there 
is not the least doubt that, for one reason 
or another, thousands of ex-Service men 
in the Free State are in dire distress. 
The immediate needs of some of them are 
being supplied by such organisations as 
the Saint Vincent de Paul Society, which 
is doing admirable work, the British 
Legion, the United Services’ Fund, and 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Help Society ; 
but thousands are depending on. poor 
law relief. A fairly large sum of money 
was subscribed in England recently as a 
result of Earl Haig’s appeal, and the 
doling out of this cash will relieve a 
certain amount of acute hardship. Irish 
ex-Service men, however, ought not to be 
objects of mere charity. An effort ought 
to be made to find work for them in their 
own country, But for the fact that large 
numbers of men belong to no organisation 
we should be in complete sympathy with 
Major Cooper’s amendment to Captain 
Redmond's motion. Doubtless, there is a 
certain percentage of “ unemployables ’’ 
among the ex-Service men; but the vast 
majority of them are excellent citizens, 
and we are sure that, if their case is pre- 
sented in a proper manner, the Govern- 
ment will do everything in its power to 
help them.

Trouble in Alsace. 


The settlement of the Irish question-— 
an autonomist agitation-.at the heart of 
the British Kmpire—was an indirect re- 
sult of the Great War: The same war 
has created in France an autonomist 
agitation which patriotic Frenchmen must 
regard with peculiar sorrow. After her 
defeat in 1870 France counted as her 
crowning humiliation the rape of her two 
eastern. provinces, Alsace and Lorraine. 
The blow to her pride was felt even more 
severely than the loss of mineral] wealth, 
and for nearly fifty years the statue of 
the City of Strasbourg in the Champs 
Elysées was draped in black. When the 
provinces ”’ recovered nine 
years ago French joy was boundless, but 
patriotism soon received a shock. Many 
changes had occurred in France during 
fifty years, and not all of them were to 
the liking of Alsace and Lorraine. In 
France, for instance, the secular power of 
the Roman Catholic Church had been 
broken and religion had been banished 
from the schools: In Alsace and Lorraine, 
whuse people are, for the most part, devout 
Roman Catholics, the German régime had 
not meddled with religious convictions.

In Alsace, however, where there 
is a general intermingling of French and 
Feuton blood, and German is the native 
speech of at least fifty per cent. of the 
population, discontent with the French 
Government's revived authority appears to 
be widespread and stubborn. It is com- 
plicated by a language question and feeds 
upon the complaint—natural, though 
irrational—that taxation is higher now 
than in pre-restoration days. Last Satur- 
day the French Government decided to 
suppress three Alsatian newspapers, all 
with German names—the Warheit, the 
Zukunft and the Volkstimme, They were 
printed in Strasbourg and were active pro- 
moters of, the movement for. Alsatian 
The Volkstimme had been con- 
victed on two unseemly 
attacks on the French authorities. It is 
stated in Paris that the autonomist move- 
ment has received large sums. from 
mysterious sources. The French ex-Service 
men’s associjations,in the two provinces 
have telegraphed ‘to. M. Poincaré their con- 
gratulations on “the firmness which he has 
shown in the struggle against anti-national 
elements,” Nothing could be more un- 
fortunate than a revival of Franco-German 
bitterness on any considerable scale, but 
the French Government cannot be blamed 
for necessary acts of defence. If, indeed, 
German intrigue is busy in Alsace, it can 
profit nobody, and the German Govern- 
ment ought to denounce it without delay.

Rural Electricity. 


An interesting report on the use of 
electricity in rural areas will be laid 
before the Unionist Agricultural Com- 
mittee. of thé House of Commons to- 
morrow. Investigations have been made 
in Sweden and other lands by Sir Douglas 
Newton and Sir. Mervyn Manningham- 
Buller, who have set forth in the report 
the causes, as they found them, which led 
to the rapid and extensive use of elec- 
tricity abroad. The Parliamentary Corre- 


the report lays stress on the fact that the 
cost of generating electricity, whether by 
water power or coal, is not the principal 
factor which determines the price charged 
to the rural consumer. Cheap methods 
of distribution, on the other hand, are 
of supreme importance. In Sweden lines 
of distribution are built at less than £200 
a mile, but thé average cost in England 
is said to be over £600 a mile. The report, 
therefore, urges the need of simplification 
in the English regulations governing the 
erection and protection of overhead lines, 
materials used, length of spans and height 
of poles, Attention is drawn to the part 
which farmers’ associations can take in 
securing the development of rural electri- 
fication. Those in charge of electricity 
undertakings will not risk capital in the 
development of rural areas; for the 
elaborate installations necessary to convey 
electricity to a number of farm-houses 
will yield, at best, but a small return. 


They show themselves ready, however, to 


spondent. of the Daily Telegraph says that 


sell electricity in bulk to associations of 
farmers who make their own arrange- 
ments for distribution. The continental 
practice of selling thus to groups is recom- 
mended for adoption in England, Perhaps, 
the same system will be required in the 
Irish Free State if due advantage is to be 
gained from the Shannon supply by the 
rural population. It is recommended that 
a Rural Electricity Parl'»mentary Com- 
mittee be set up, and that the British 
Government be requested to set aside 
funds for the electrification of rural areas 
by approved associations on easy terms. 


National Opera. 


Yesterday Sir Thomas Beecham announced 
the details of his scheme for the provision 
of national opera in England. He invites 
all who are in sympathy with the project 
to become members of the Imperial League 
of Opera and to subscribe ten shillings a 
year. He hopes to secure 150,000 sub- 
scribers in the six chief provineial cities, 
and these will be granted rebates on 
tickets for performances given by the 
League. Granted subscriptions to the 
total value of £60,000, Sir Thomas 
Beecham promises that a national opera 
house will be provided in London and 
other opera houses in the country. A 
season of five or six months’ opera will be 
given in London and shorter seasons in 
the provincial cities. The undertaking could 
not be carried out successfully, however, 
if the total subscribed were assured for 
one year only ; and subscribers, therefore, 
are asked to guarantee annual renewals 
of the ten-shilling subscriptions for five 
years, so that a total capital of £300,000 
may be secured. . We shall be surprised 
if the response does not exceed Sir Thomas 
Beecham’s hopes; for there must be far 
more than 150,000 music-lovers in London. 
Manchester and Birmingham alone. who 
would not grudge, as a contribution to a 
great national object, a sum merely 
equivalent to the cost of an evening at 
the theatre. England is the, only great 
European country that lacks a national 
opera. The reason lies in the .faet that 
in England alone -there is no public 
subsidy for operatic, performances. The 
cost of producing opera, in the nature of 
the case, is so latge that it cannot be 
recouped, together with a profit, from the 
box-office receipts. Lacking the State 
subsidy of the Continent and the munifi- 
cent private subventions by which rich 
citizens of the United States maintain a 
national opera, England looks to her 
much-abused democracy to subsidise music 
by means of private donations. 


SPAIN’S NEW PRIMATE.

A NOTABLE PROMOTION. 
(Br E. A. P.) 

On the Feast of Christ the King, Don 
Alfonso XIII. signed the decree appointing 
Dr. Pedro Segura, Archbishop of Burgos, to 
the Primatial See of Toledo, which had only 
been vacant a few weeks. The new Primate 
is only forty-six years of age, and the ap- 
pointment was made with a promptness 
which is very unusual. It was, however, both 
expected and welcomed; for Dr. Segura, who 
has been less than a year at Burgos, 1s 
recognised on all hands as being a man of 
exceptional ability, who is likely to play an 
important part in the Church in the next 
twenty years. 

The son of two elementary schvol teachers, 
who, with characteristic devotion, contrived 
out of their meagre salaries to educate their 
three sons for the priesthood, Pedro received 
the greater part of his training at the 
Pontifical Seminary of Comillas, a little sea- 
coast village in Northern Spain, which was 
endowed by a commercial magnate, and in 
the thirty odd years of its existence has had 
a remarkable success. When | visited it 
recently the Rector told me that it has given 
Spain three bishops, five-and-twenty canons, 
a rather larger number of professors and over 
ten times the number of priests. It has also 
won special distinction in music, its choir and 
music school being tumous all over the 
country. 

Comillas will be prouder than ever to-day 
of its young bishop. Dr. Segura was con- 
secrated at thirty-five, after taking successive 
doctorates in theology, canon law and 
philosophy, and winning from his fellows the 
sobriquet of ‘‘ our College Cid.” From the 
auxiliary bishopric of Valladolid he went in 
1920 to Coria, where he became widely 
known through his work in connection with 
Las Hurdes. This district, described with 

reat power in Mr. Aubrey Bell’s “ Pilgrim 
in Spain,” was without question the most 
desolate, miserable and poverty-stricken in 
the country; and, if its condition has at- 
tracted great attention of recent years and 
is now partially ameliorated, the fact is 
largely due to Dr. Segura’s pastoral visits. 
The steps which he took to better the existing 
conditions showed that he united with his 
great learning and administrative. power not 
only personal generosity, but imagination and 
practical sense. When he returned to Tas 
Hurdes after his first visit it was with His 
Majesty King Alfonsé, who was thus enabled 
to appreciate the bishop’s worth, 

It was only last Candlemas that Dr. Segura 
was enthroned in the beautiful Cathedral of 
Burgos, which he now leaves for the greater 
magnificence of Toledo. A simple-minded 
man, for all his academic brilliance, he is a 
worthy successor to Cardinal Reig, whose 
untimely death was ‘so sincerely mourned 
throughout Spain. A link -between the two 
men may be found in the words which form 
the new Primate’s escudo—': There is no 
nobility save virtue,’’ 


A FILM OF THE WERK.

THE BATTLES OF CORONEL 
AND FALKLAND ISLANDS. 
The naval film which, under the title of 
“The Battles of Coronel: and Falkland 
Islands,” the W. and F., Film. Company 
presents this week at the Grand Central 
Cinema, Dublin, is one of the best 
British film productions ‘yet ' published. 
As may be seen from the title, the 
film: deals with two great naval actions 
which stirred the world in those early months 
of the war, when people had not yet become 
inured to the ebb and flow of the war tide. 
How, in those first ‘months of ‘strife, the 


.German Fleet, operating under Admiral von 


Spee, engaged th. lighter British Pacific 
Fleet at Coronel, and inflicted the first naval 
defeat that England had known since Nelson’s 
day, is, or should be, common knowledge, 
as should also be th» sequel, when Admiral 
Sturdee, dispatched with the heavy cruisers 
Invincible and Inflexible, sought out the 
German Fleet and sent them to destruction 
in the memorable battle of the: Falkland 
Islands. This i: the st y that the film sets 
out, and it is presented in the fullest manner 
possible, 

Life on board the battleships is revealed in 
t..c most intimate manner, and one catches 
all the excitement of the preparations for the 
fight. A very commendable feature of the 
picture is that there is no attempt to paint 
the victorious ' British sailors as the sole 
possessors of seamanship and bravery. There 
is the incident of the German Admiral and 
his staff coming to the salute as the Good 
Hope and “he Monmoith sink beneath the 
waves, with their flags still flying. Again, 
there is a fine touch when Admiral von Spee 
is shown at a banquet refusing to honour the 
toast, ‘‘Damnation to the British Fleet.’ 
and giving instead, ‘‘To a Gallant Enemy ” , 
and, finally, there is the incident of the 
German Admiral ordering his light cruisers 
to flee, deciding, though outclassed; to en- 
gage the weight of the English Fleet him- 
self, This spirit of giving honour where 
honour is due is one that helps to lift the 
picture out of a mere party propagandist 
atmosphere, and makes it all the more 
impressive. ' 

The production is as perfect as such a film 
can be. The scenes have been taken on 
battleships placed at the disposal: of the 
producers by the Admiralty, and -everythin 
possible has been done to recapture the actua 


atmosphere. . :

RAILWAY ROAD SERVICES. 

Six months ago the Railways (Road 
Motor Services) Act became law, and 
authorised Free State railway companies, 
under certain definite conditions, to own— 
or subsidise the owners of—motor lorries, 
omnibuses and motor coaches. Section 12 
of the Act spevifically provides that such 
restricted powers as railway companies 
may have possessed in reference to road 
transport prier to the passage of the Act 
should cease to have any effect within six 
months from .the date upon which it 1e- 
ceived the Royal Assent. The six months’ 
period so provided ends during the present 
week. 

So far as can be ascertained the Great 
Southern Railways Company has taken 
steps under the Act to preserve and extend 
its road transport rights. These necessary 
steps include the submission of lists of the 
roads, and full particulars of the motor 
services, pr posed to be operated in rail- 
way inter .ts, to the Minister for Indus- 
try and Commerce, whose written consent 
is a condition precedent to such railway 
operations 

During the time which has elapsed since 
the passage of the Act the previously exist- 
ing network of non-railway owned motor 
omnibus services has been very largely in- 
creased, with the result that the total 
length of roads now occupied by regular 
‘bus services considerably exceeds the total 
mileage of Free State railways. 


MINISTER'S APPROVAL SOUGHT. 
It would now appear from letters issued 
last week to several "bus owners by the 
Railways Branch of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, that the Great 
Southern Railways Company have made 
formal application for the Minister's 
approval of many hundreds of miles of 
railway-owned services which, if granted, 
would involve direct competition with 
several existing services which are stated 
to be adequate to meet public require- 
ments. Several of the owners of the 
services so threatened have accordingly 
combined to resist the railway companies’ 
proposals by means of legal action and of 
laying their case before. the Government 
and the Oireachtas. 


THE MINISTER'S POSITION. 

The Act would appear to have vested 
very large discretion with the Minister in 
dealing with railway companies’ applica- 
tions. Accordingly the opposing owners’ 
resistance is understood to be based very 
largely upon Mr. McGilligan’s parlia- 
mentary expositions of the purposes of the 
Act to which he is now bound to give 
practical interpretation, and upon certain 
definite undertakings which hé is alleged 
to have given during the passage of the 
bill through the Dail and the Senate, 
According to statements of leading ‘bus 
owners, Mr. McGilligan now finds himself 
in the position of having either to refuse 
his sanction to the principal proposals of 
the railway. company or to.contravene his 


r . . 
own parliamentary undertakings. 


RAILWAY GOMMITMENTS. 

Meantime it is stated that the railway 
company, in anticipation of obtaining the 
necessary Ministerial sanction, has entered 
into large commitments, as the result of 
which certain privately owned ‘bus 
services—plying between points so far 
apart as Dublin, Cork, Limerick, Water- 
ford and Ballina—have passed under. the 
railway company’s control. A_ position 
has, therefore, been created for which 
the Minister may well decide to seek 
further legislation at the earliest possible 
moment. 


WASTEFUL COMPETITION. 

Quite apart from whatever Mr. 
McGilligan may decide to do, it is evident 
that wasteful competition and unnecessary 
road wear must follow if omnibus services 
are to be duplicated and run in opposing 
interests where existing or potential traffic 
requirements can be met by less extra- 
vagant means. The real issue at stake 
is not the preservation or promotion of 
rival transport rights, but the elimination 
of waste. 

If—as now seems by no means im- 
probable—the issue is to be settled by a 
road transport “war,” the Government's 
failure to handle a great matter of vital 
national importance would be demon- 
strated. On several occasions the Execu- 
tive Council resisted responsible pleas for 
a Ministry of Transport. It need not be 
a matter for surpyise if the present dead- 
lock is followed by an official change of 
attitude upon that proposal. Govern- 
ments not infrequently are convinced only 
by the logic of events.

ANSPORT | FUNERAL RIOT IN 


NEW DELHI. 
—— 
ONE KILLED AND 46 
INJURED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPON ENT. 


NEW DELHI, Monday. 

Great excitement prevailed in the city 
this morning after the execution of Abdul 
Rashid for the murder last December of 
the’ Swami Shradanand and a Brahmin 
leader. A great crowd demanded the 
body for a processional funeral. 

Rioting followed, one Hindu being 
killed and forty-six persons injured. 
Seven armoured cars patrolled the dis- 
trict. 

The official account of the disturbances 
states that the relatives of Abdul Rashid 
gave a written undertaking that the dead 
man would be buried, without any funeral 
procession, in a cemetery opposite the 
jail. They were therefore allowed to pre- 
pare the body for burial. 

Meanwhile a large Moslem crowd had 
collected outside the jail, and requested 
permission to bury the dead man at the 
famous Nizamuddin tomb. 

CORPSE CARRIED AWAY BY 
RIOTERS. 

As soon as the relatives had left the 
jail, however, an unruly element in the 
crowd pressed forward, seized the body 
and rushed away with it in the direction 
of the city, breaking through the police 
cordon. 

The crowd was finally stopped and dis- 
persed by police and troops on the Kutab 
road, and the body was taken under escort 
to the cemetery, where it was buried by 
the dead man’s relatives in accordance 
with their original intentions. 

During the crowd’s’ hurried dash 
through the streets some casualties were 
caused. One person was killed and 46 in- 
jured, all but one being Hindus. Fifty 
persons have been arrested. 


NEW EUROPEAN 
SUGAR RING. 


REDUCING THE SPECULA- 
TIVE FACTOR IN PRICE. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Monday. 

The Sugar Conference has ended. It 
has agreed to the policy of restriction of 
production so as to keep prices up. Such, 
in a nutshell, is the outcome of the three 
days’ deliberations of representatives of 
the sugar-exporting countries—Cuba, Ger- 
many, Czecho-Slovakia and Poland. A 
communiqué issued this evening by the 


Conference says :— 

“The Conference has reached complete 
agreement on all points discussed. In con- 
sejuemc of this agreement the sugar in- 
dustry of Cuha, Germany, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Poland will henceforward support the 
Cuban policy, tending to. normalise and 
stabilise relations between production and 
consumption of sugar throughout the world. 
Fundamental arrangements have already been 
made as regards the 1927 and 1928 season, 
and preparations for the 1928 and 1929 
season, by common accord of all the dele- 
gates. An international sugar committee will 
be formed, comprising two delegates of the 
sugar industry of each country represented 
on the Conference and of those countries 
which shall subsequently join the committee, 
whose principal function will be the regula- 
tion of the production and consumption of 
sugar throughout the world. The ratifica- 
tiov of the general agreements will take place 


‘during the present month ”" 


The delegates are very reticent and 
refuse to make any statement beyond the 
communiqué. It may be stated, however, 
that one of the chief aims of the Con- 
ference is to reduce as far as possible the 
speculative factor in the price of sugar, 
Cuba, in particular, being desirous of 
throwing off the yoke of the New York 
market. The Cuban representative is 
proceeding shortly to Holland to obtain, 
as it is believed, Holland’s adhesion to the 
new sugar ring. i 

Countries like Great Britain and France 
were not represented at the Conference, 
because, though big producers, they are 
not exporters. It is noteworthy that 
sugar strengthened on the Paris market 
yesterday on rumours that the Conference 
had come to an agreement.

Four men attempted to assassinate 
General Alvaro Obregon, the sole remain- 
ing candidate for the Mexican Presidency, 
when he was riding in a motor car in the 
Chapultepec Gardens, on the outskirts of 
Mexico City. He escaped serious injury. 

The car of his assailants turned sharply 
in front of General Obregon’s car to bring 
it to a stop. Two bombs were thrown, 
but they fell short, and the explosions 
merely showered the General with 
splinters of glass from the: wind-screen. 
The General sustained some slight cuts. 

Friends of General Obregon pursued the 
would-be assassins in another car, and 
came up with them in the Avenida In- 
surgentes, in the fashionable residential 
part of the city. 

In an exchange of pistol shots two of 
the bomb-throwers were wounded. They 
were arrested, together with a third man, 
who was unhurt, The fourth man escaped. 

The arrested men are—Lamberto Ruiz, 
Antonio Tirado, and Francisco Olivero, 
all apparently working men. 

General Obregon said that they were 
political enemies, but were persons of no 
importance. After he had his cuts 
patched up, General Obregon continued 
his journey to a bull fight, where Presi- 
dent Calles warmly congratulated him on 
his escape.

REVIVING WELSH COAL 
INDUSTRY. 


CONFERENCE BETWEEN 
MEN AND OWNERS. 
Representatives of South Wales coal- 
owners and miners discussed for several 
hours at Cardiff yesterday the revival of 
the industry. The stabilisation scheme 
was not discussed, the owners having in- 
timated that they:intend fo meet next 
Thursday to consider it. The effect of 
railway rates and dock charges upon the 

industry, however, was considered. 

The official report stated that Mr. 
Evans Williams presided over the owners’ 
side, and Mr. Enoch Morrel over the 
workmen’s representatives. Mr. Williams 
gave detailed particulars of rates and 
charges, and explained that the total effect 
of increases, comparing 1927 with 1913, 
represented an additional charge on the 
industry of over 44 million pounds per 
annum. 

He gave details of rates charged by 
foreign competing countries on coal sent 
lor shipment. Foreign producing countries 
also gave special concessions to assist their 
own coals in competing with Welsh coals. 

On behalf of the workmen’s representa- 
tives Mr. Enoch Morrel and Mr. Thomas 
Richards thanked the owners for having 
placed the position so fully before them. 
Mr. Richards said that, while agreeing that 
the subject was one of importance to the 
coal trade and to workmen, there were 
other matters which the workmen's repre- 
sentatives required to have considered by 
the joint conference if good feeling was 
to be restored between owners and mén. 

Eventually it was arranged that both 
sides should consider the situation in the 
light of the day s discussion, and the joint 
secretaries were instructed to arrange 8. 
further meeting. It was suggested: that 
the Government should be approached 
with a view of representations being made 
to the railway companies, but the confer- 
ence decided to defer consideration of this 
point.

DAUGHTER DEAD: ANOTHER 
BADLY INJURED. 

A sadden fit of madness is believed to have 
been the cause of a shooting tragedy which 
occurred in the mining village of Selston, 
Nottingham, yesterday morning, when Joseph 
Haynes, 45, shot dead with a double-barrelled 
gun one of his daughters, wounded another. 

and then blew his own head off. 

Haynes was formerly a nmuner. and had 
served in France during the war. [wo years 
ago he met with an accident. in a local colliery 
where he worked, and had since heen unem- 
ployed. He had received compensation pay. 
but on Saturday his appeal for an extension 
of the relief given to him was refused hy the 
medical referee. This preved on an already 
depressed mind and made him “very queer,’ 
as bis wife put at.

Her sister, Gladys, aged 
14, was severely. wounded in the left arm and 
chest. Her arm was raised as she combed 
her hair, and this is thought to have saved

BISHOP OF CASHEL’S 
ADDRESS. 


—-¢ 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
WATERFORD, Monday. 

Speaking at Christ Church Cathedral 
here yesterday afternoon, the Bishop of 
Cashel (Right Rev. Dr. Miller) said :—'' Once 
more we are met together to give public 
evidence of our love and ever-present memory 
of those who for a brief space have passed 
from our sight. It is useful to analyse our 
emotion odes as compared with that which 
we felt nine years ago. There is a difference 
dimly perceived, yet quite unmistakable. We 
are learning from the passing of time to 
think more justly, act more charitably, and 
resolve with greater determination. Our 
thinking has led us to see the dread horrors 
of war, the grim, deadly savagery of its 
methods, the sickening, awful waste of human 
life, the blight which it brings upon every- 
thing beautiful, freezing the sources of pity, 
humanity, and every emotion which brings 
sunshine to life. 

“We may well ask: ‘To what purpose is 
this waste? The reply to that question is 
the only light which brightens the intense 
gloom overhanging those awful days and 
Nothing could possibly justify war 
except as a protest against injustice, cruelty 
and oppression. Surely the knowledge that 
our sacred dead gave their lives for this 
object is a balm, healing and precious, to 
our wounded hearts to-day. 

THE OTHER ASPECT. 
x the comparatively recent trouble 
our own land we felt isolated and friend- 
less. Some of us had to take a prominent 
place in the denunciation of what we be- 
lieved to be grave crimes, and we put our 
trust in the God whom we served. The 
truth came home to us very clearly, that if 
we were to seek help from God we must 
examine ourselves, to ascertain what were our 
qualifications for receiving what we 
sought. As we placed ourselves in that posi- 
tion we began to look at the views held by 
those opposed to us, and we then recognised 
that, however in our view they were mis- 

n, yet they believed that there was some 

stification for their action. 
“It is dangerous to work from wrong 
principles. The German. people held that 
they occupied their position by Divine right, 
and so they became arrogant, self-sufficient, 
over-bearing, and shockingly unjust. They 
have, through much suffering, learned a lesson 
which, we trust, will remain with them. 

“ We are showing our broader views when 
we return thanks to God, not only for victory 
but for peace. It 1s no longer a frenzied song 
of victory.. We now look back with the 
tenderest pride to the work our heroes have 
done for us. They have accomplished noble, 
permanent, glorious work. They have pre- 
served us from savage brutality and injustice, 
and they have taught our former enemies 
that they were building on an unsound basis. 
There is a growing and deepenitig feeling 
that war must end. " 

“As we see with our own eves what has 
been done, it increases our resolve to speak 
against war, pray against war, and cultivate 
an intense desire to spread and practise the 
spirit of Christ. That anti-war policy is, 
however, not universal. There are very 
dangerous indications in many countries to- 
day, and it may not be long before those 
States are again fighting. But it is clear 
that we have learned our lesson, and “unless 
there is no other method fublic opinion will 
insist upon the maintenance of peace at 
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MR, FRANK WORKMAN, D.L. 

Mr. Frank Workman, D.L., the well-known 
shipbuilder, died yesterday af his residence, 
“ The Moat,” Strandtown, near Belfast. Mr. 
Workman learned the shipbuilding business 
with Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Belfast, 
and with Sir George Clark, D.L., founded the 
firm of Workman, Clark and Co. In 1879 
the firm started on a site of about four acres 
and with some four hundred men, and in its 
first year’s work completed four vessels of a 
total of 4,000 tons. Soon its business de- 
veloped to such an extent that its operations 
were carried on on both sides of the Lagan, 
and it built ships for several of the world’s 
most noted lines. 

In 1909 the Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Company's output—89,.952 tons—was_ the 
largest in the United Kingdom, and during 
the war the firm did much work for the 
Admiralty. Mr. Workman retired from 
active partnership in the business in 1921. 
He was High Sheriff of Belfast in 1915 and of 
County Down in 4917. Mr. Workman was 
Chairman of Messrs. Lindsay Brothers, Bel- 
fast, and for several vears had been a mem- 
ber of the Belfast Corporation. 


THE REV. GERALD I. K, 
MORIARTY. 

Much regret has been caused in Derry 
Diocese by the death, with startling sudden- 
ness, of the Rev. Gerald Ivor King Moriarty 
at Edenderry House, Omagh, on Sunday last. 
Mr. Moriarty had retired recently after thirty 
years’ service as Rector of Cappagh. He 
was greatly devoted to his parishioners and 
had won the affectionate regard of all who 
knew him. Although his health had been in- 
different, he was present at the institution 
of his successor, the Rev. J. K. Beattie, on 
last Friday afternoon. Mr. Moriarty was 
educated in Trinity College, Dublin, and 
graduated B.A. in 1885. Three years after- 
wards he proceeded to the M.A. degree. He 
was ordained in Derry in 1886, and took 
priest s orders in 1887. 


MR. W. B. LAW. 

Mr. William B. Law, a former County 
Inspector of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
died yesterday morning in St. Michael’s Hos- 
pital, Kingstown, aged 75. Mr. Law had a 
seizure about two years ago, and had never 
fully recovered his health. He resided with 
his daughter, Mrs. Considine, at 20 Royal 
terrace, West, Kingstown. About a fort- 
night ago he was found lying unconscious on 
a footpath of the Glenageary road, and was 
taken to hospital suffering from cerebral 
hemorrhage, but he never rallied. 


AN IRISH-AUSTRALIAN 
PAINTER.

ATTRACTIVE EXHIBITION, 

The exhibition of Irish paintings which Mr. 
Max Martin opened at Egan’s Salon,. St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, is sure to attract a good deal of 
attention. Mr. Martin is an Irish-Australian, 
he comes of a Galway family. At the age of 
fifteen he left Ireland and made his way to 
London, where he intended to study art. 
Like many another who sought to conquer 
his world, he experienced hard fortune before 
in 1922 he made a stir in the artistic world. 
In 1924 his painting, “ Witchcraft,” which, 
combined something of the Shakesperian 
touch, with the superstition of the Irish 
peasant, was hung in the Royal Academy, 
and attracted the attention of art critics. 
Another painting, “The Lamentation,’’ won 
wide notice at the Autumn Salon in Paris. 
During the past year Mr. Martin has been in 
Ireland, and has spent his time painting im- 
pressions of the country around Kinsale, 
where he resides, and of Galway City, which 
is the city of his parents. These works form 
the collection now on view. 

Of the modernist school, Mr, Martin 
possesses a bold, confident style, and a fine 
appreciation of colour. He shows some very 
good portraits. That of “ A Kinsale Farmer ” 
(No. 12), is exceptionally good and singularly 
true to type One can see the old man, 
dressed in his “Sunday best” for the 
occasion, with his shining face and air of 
self-importance.

SECRET FUNDS, 
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From “ Tas Trwes! COoRRESPONDENT, 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

A story printed this morning by the Hearst 
newspapers, and supported by documents 
alleged to be genuine, of a Wixiten plot 
against the United States, with particular 
reference to the financing of the Nicaraguan 
revolution, brought from Mr. Kellogg, the 
Secretary of State, a refusal to comment con 
communications of whose existence, or 
authenticity, he had no knowledge. 

It is possible, even probable, that the 
documents reproduced are f ries, but from 
this to a denial that Mexico had been active 
in Nicaragua and elsewhere in an anti-United 
States sense would be farther, it can be said 
with confidence, than the State Department 
would go. 

The exact reverse is the truth so far as 
this Government is concerned, and the recent 
stiffening of the policy of the United States 
in the Caribean is due more than to anythin 
else to the conviction that Mexico is engage 
in that part of the world in unceasing and 
unscrupulous propaganda to undermine the 
prestige and influence of the United States. 

The mass of information in the possession 
of the State Department is said to be enor- 
mous, and to leave, no room for doubt that 
Mexico City is using the methods of Moscow. 
Hence the charge so often heard that Mexico 
is attempting to Bolshevise Central America. 

The struggle between the two countries 
in the Caribbean is still going on, and there 
are — Americans who doubt that it will 
“end, unless, and A the United States 
deals more vigorously with Mexico than as 
yet bas been the case. 

It is reported here that the conduct of the 
normal diplomatic business of Mexico is 
seriously hampered by the diversion of neces- 
sary funds to purposes of propaganda against 
the United States, and it was this activity, 
more than anything else, that Mr. Poin- 
dexter, the United States Ambassador to 
Peru, had in mind when he made his state- 
ment, so widely quoted not long ago. 


THE DOCUMENTS. 
From ‘‘ Tae TIMES” CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

The documents, six in number, printed in 
facsimile by the Hearst newspapers to-day, 
are said to have been taken from the Mexican 
archives by officials, who brought them here 
to be made public in the hope of saving 
their country from Bolhsevism. It is con- 
tended that these, and other documents, to 
be published to-morrow and succeeding days, 
completely support the charges made last 
January $ President Coolidge and the State 
Department, that, the Calles Government, in 
Mexico was secretly aiding the revolutionists 
in Nicaragua with arms and money, and 
was acting at the instigation of Russian 
Bolshevists. 

The first of these documents, dated June ó, 
1926, and signed by President Calles is an 
order to the Mexican Treasury to pay 50,000 
pesos in gold to Dr. Pedro Jose Zepeda for 
expenses in the performing of a mission of 
a secret character confided to him by the 
Executive. It is directed that the pay 
warrant be charged to the secret expenditure 
eneral staff. Dr. Zepeda 
was the agent in Mexico City of Dr. Juan 
Sacasa, head of the Nicaraguan Revolutionist 
Liberals. 

A second order, dated June 20th, and also 
signed by President Calles, calls for payment 
to Dr. Zepeda of 100,000 pesos for the pur- 
chase of arms and ammunition for the Liberal 
Army in Nicaragua, This sum, it is stated, 
is to be charged to the same account as the 
first payment. 

Another order of President Calles, dated 
May 15th, directs a payment to Dr. Carlos 
Leon for expenses in the performance of a 
mission undertaken for the Presidential 
general staff. Dr. Leon is a Venezulan 
Radical. It is asserted that he took part in 
the Nicaraguan revolution, and had instruc- 
tions from Mexico to foment a @evolution 
in Venezuela once the Nicaraguan revolution 
was successful. 

The other three documents printed to-day 
are Treasury instructions making effective 
President Cailes’ orders. 


CHOICE OF LOCAL 
OFFICIALS. 


CALL FOR ABOLITION OF 
PRESENT SYSTEM, 


There were two dissentients at Monaghan 
Board of Health meeting yesterday to a 
resolution calling for the abolition of the 
system of making appointments in the Free 
State through the Local Appointments’ Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Mohan, who moved the resolution, 
thought that the county had got enough of 
this system of making appointments when 
educated young men were turned down, 

Mr. Johnston seconded. There never had 
been an attempt at bribery in that county. 

Mr. Holdcroft said that he was aware that 
attempts were made at corruption—attempts 
were made with himgelf. So far as he was 
concerned he would not vote for this. 
Colonel Madden said that he had not been 
satisfied that at the County Council or these 
Boards people of his own religion got a fair 
chance. On these grounds he dissented. 
Mr. Johnston protested against Colonel 
Madden’s statement that people of his religion 
cid not get a fair crack of the wmp. The 
question of religion had never entered into 
appointments at all. As an instance they 
might take the fact that one of the repre- 
sentatives of that county was a Presbyterian 
and represented the majority of the people of 
that county. 

COLONEL MADDEN AND IRISH. 

Colonel Madden said that, as new matters 
had been introduced, it was better for him 
to reply. The term Unionist had, he said, 
now disappeared, and the statement that they 
did not look to Ireland as their country was 
simply nonsense. ‘‘When we were Unionists,”’ 
he proceeded, ‘“‘ we thought it was better for 
gé sm to remain joined to England, and we 
worked accordingly. We thought it was 
better for Ireland to be governed by England, 
but that is all hanáil and we accept, it. 
There is another question. Our people do 
not think it is useful to have to learn Irish. 
I can say that English is the most useful 
language travelling in any part of the world. 
Irish is of no use outside these shores. As 
regards the incidents in Dublin, we honour 
the Union Jack, and shall always honour it. 
We consider it is the flag under which more 
good was done than any other. 

THE UNION JACK. 

On the 11th of this month we like to see 
it flown, and we like to remember all those 
who died in the war. It is things like this 
that will keep the North and South apart, 
because the North will never adapt Irish as 
their language, because they do not consider 
it of any use. They would never join with 
anyone who refused to recognise the Union 
Jack or the King. Ireland is the only 
country I care for, because all my interests 
are here. I shall always recognise the King.”

raph Films Bill, which came up on report, 

ry. A. V. Alexander, at the outset, presented 
a petition against the bill signed by 850 pro- 

rietors and managers of cinematograph 
theatres, representing 900 halls throughout 
the country. 

No fewer than twelve pages of amendments 
to the bill appeared on the order .paper—a 
sufficient indication that the fight begun up- 
stairs is to be continued on the floor of the 
House. The bill itself is in four parts, and 
Colonel Wedgwood made a start by moving 
the omission of Clause 1, which imposes 
restrictions on the ‘‘ blind booking ” of films. 
The clause, he urged, was an attempt by a 
Government department to interfere with a 
normal business transaction. A step of this 
kind would inevitably lead to attempts to get 
round the bill. In one case to his knowledge 
a company had been floated with a capital of 
two and a half millions, [t was British in 
name, but American in nature, and it had 
already obtained the control of fifty large 
cinemas in the gdountry. He quite failed to see 
how the bill would assist the British film- 
producing industry. 

The President of the Board of Trade denied 
that the proposal in the clause was an 
attempt to force something on an unwilling 
industry. It had been. submitted by the 
trade itself as representing its considered 
judgment. He was not unwilling to make 
concessions if the general opinion was in 
favour of them. For instance; he was quite 

repared to leave to a free vote of. the 

ouse the question whether a pre-release 
should be confined to the County of London 
or not. He would also agree to reduce the 
maximum penalty under the section from 
£100 to , and to postpone the operation 
of the bill from January to April next. 

Mr.’ Herbert Williams ed the Minister 
to maintain his ground. e said that the 
mere promise of the bill had led to an amaz- 
ing revival in the British film industry.

The 
President of the Board of Trade showed that 
he was in an accommodating mood, and ready 
to grant such concessions as would not destroy 
the main object of the bill.

SLIGO MAN’S SHOCKING 
INJURIES. 


WIFE CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


After an inquest at Ballymote last Satur- 
day on Roger McGarry, an aged farmer, who 
lived alone with his wife at Carrigeans, near 
Ballymote, and was found dead in bed, with 
shocking injuries, which a doctor stated 
could have been caused by a hatchet, the 
widow, Anne McGarry, was arrested, and 
remanded to Sligo Jail on a charge of murder- 
ing her husband 

Guard O’Dwyer, Ballymote, gave evidence 
that, in consequence of a report received 
from a man named Sweaney, he visited 
McGarry’s house and found him lying in bed 
dead. Both eyes were severely bruised. There 
was a deep cut over the left eye, and the 
left side of the skull was completely smashed 
in. The hands and arms. were bruised and 
cut and some of the fingers were broken. The 
wall near the fireplace was spattered with 
blood, as were also some articles of furniture 
and a woman's blouse which he found in the 
house. The body appeared to have been 
washed, as there were no bloodstains on it. 

Dr. P. O’Hart, Ballymote, said that when 

he visited the house the deceased man, who 
had no clothes on him, appeared to have 
been dead for at least twenty-four hours. 
Death was due to shock and hemorrhage, due 
to extensive fracture of the skull. The in- 
juries could have been inflicted with a 
hatchet. 
Mrs. Anne McGarry, the widow, made a 
rambling deposition, in which she stated that 
She did not know that her husband was dead 
until Thursday last. He was in the habit of 
getting out of bed during the night, and on 
one such occasion his shirt took fire, but he 
took it off and returned to bed. She denied 
that she saw any blood on her husband or on 
her own blouse. 

The jury found that death was due to the 
injuries described, which were caused by 
some person or persons unknown. 
Subsequently, as stated, the widow was 
arrested and remanded in custody.

BRITISH SAILORS’ 
RESCUE WORK. 


_ Desoriptions of the sinking of the Italian 
liner Principessa Mafalda, were given by 
officers and men of the steamer Empire Star, 
of the Biue Star Line, which afrived in the 
Thames yesterday, 

“‘It was terrible rowing through a sea alive 
with shrieking ple imploring us to take 
them on board,” said one of the rescuers, 
** We took as many as we could, but. many 
we had to remove forcibly from the, gunwale, 
The Italian liner’s lifeboats were rushed, and 
many were swampéd through overcrowding. 
One contained only women and children, 

“Only one, boat reached the Empire Star. 
People hung on to the rudders of; Empire 
Star boats pleading to be saved. They could 
not be taken into the boats -alread 
five trips made by. dne fescue boat only men 
were saved. Women and children were too 
panic-stricken to jump for their lives, or were 
pushed aside by fveterical men.”

and Mr. Sharpe are known separately. as 
soloists, but ‘their “individual reputation is 
less than that of the Quartet as a whole. 

Those members of the Royal Dublin Society 
who attend the recitals regularly have had 
experience of a number of quartet-playing 
parties, brought from all parts of Europe. 
To the Virtuoso Quartet they will accord a 
high place for ensemble wotk and adjustinent 
of detail in delicate interpretation of classical 
Inusic, 

The programmes ranged over the whole 
period of string quartet music, from Haydn 
and Mozart to Ravel, with Beethoven and 
Schubert as mainstays. One of Beethoven's 
late quartets, the opus 127+in' E flat, was 
presented in the afternoon—a work we can 
hear but seldom, All but the few foremost 
chamber-music parties fight shy of per; 
formance of Beethoven's intricate and 
intimate last words in music; and those who 
do venture into the group at all prefer, once 
they niake the decision, to go straight to one 
or other of the three supreme members of the 
set. Thus the E flat has been neglected by 
the majority. The Virtuoso Quartet justified 
We essay by & tender and illuminating inter- 
pretation. 

Reethoven had neglected the quartet form 
for thirteeu years, when he accepted a com- 
mission from Prince Galitzin to write three 
quartets at fifty ducats apiece. This E flat 
quartet was the first of the three. It was not 
finished till two years after acceptance of the 
commission. Its first performance, on March 
6, 1825, followed hard on its completion. 
Like the very last of the group of “ last 
quartets,’’ and unlike the other three of the 
five, 1t is in the standard four-movement form. 
It has not in the same degree the intensity 
and significance that speak through the rest 
cf the — series:-it seems to show Beethoven 
as exploring afresh the medium which he 
chose for the expression of his deepest musical 
thought in the course of his remaining two 
years of life. Thus it stands apart.. It is 
not one of the works of which we specially 
think when we name the last quartets; yet 
it belongs, in manner at least, to the last 
group aud no other. Even in this experi- 
mental work of the last stage we are 
conscious at once of the long stretch of 
experience, of life as well as of composition, 
travelled by the composer since the last, of 
the Rasoumoysky set of quartets. 

Both — recitals yeateuting included a 
posthumous work of Schubert—in the after- 
noon an odd movement, in the evening a 
complete quartet, discoveries, srenumabty, 
made at the time when Sullivan and Grove 
visited Vienna and lighted upon hidden 
treasures Of Schubert's instrumental work. 
Like much of Schubert's writing in fhis kind, 
the quartet in D minor is discursive, spun 
out, as Schumann said of the symphony in C, 
to heavenly leagths.. Miss Hayward- and: her 
— conveyed its beauties with fond 


zest. 

The Ravel quartet. was introduced to us-a 
fow. years ago by the Lener patty as a wark 
of exquisite delicacy, and it was delightful to 
have it again from a quartet party that works 
so well: ín accord as the Virtuoso.

The Virtuoso Quartet chose a Haydn work 
to follow the Ravel—as, I remember, the 
Lener Quartet did—and very enjoyable it was, 
withont giving ‘disturbance to. the .impres- 
sions oí the Bisel. After the»tense strain 
of the Ravel.performance, the players them- 
selves must have felt that Haydn was about 
their only measure. 

It was interesting to detect Haydn feeling 
after a special effort such as in the more 
elaborate way Ravel and others have sought 
to elicit from the instruments of the quartet. 
Haydn’s little attempt is apparently a faint 
joke, the second violin being given a squeaky 
háise of a first violin passage.

After further evidence had been 
Judge Wakely said that he had suspicions 
about the men in the dock, but he did not 
think there was a case to go before the jury. 
If people did not come forward and give 
evidence, as they had done in this case, juries 
would be of no use, and this thing would go 
on. 

In conclusion, the Judge said—‘‘ I want it 
to be known, if these two men were con- 
victed, I would, without the slightest hesita- 
tion, give them four years’ penal servitude, 
because I want to put a stop td this black- 
guardism.”

GIRL’S DEATH FOLLOWS 
RAZOR ATTACK.

STORY AT INQUEST IN 
DUNDALK. 

Yhe story of an attack by a man with a 
razor on a drapers assistant at Derry 
Station was told at Dundalk yesterday, when 
Mr. Coroner Murphy and a jury eld an 
inquest on the body of Miss Florence Teresa 
Power (23), who died at her father’s residence 
in Dundalk last Saturday. 

Miss Power, who is a native of Dundalk, 
was seeing her sister off at Derry Station 
last April, when she was attacked by a man 
named Bernard McCaughey, who cut her 
throat 

Heury Arthur Galloway, a booking clerk 
at the Great Northern Railway Station in 
Derry, said that on the night of April 12, 
at 7.45, the deceased girl was standing talk- 
ing to him outside the booking office. 
McCaughey rushed across from the parcel 
office and suddenly drew his hand across the 
girl’s throat from behind. He then ran out. 
The man was caught in Butcher street by 
Constable Daly. The girl had a terrible 
wound in her throat, and was taken to 


hospital. 
IN ASYLUM. 

Answering Sergeant Denver, the witness 
stated that McCaughey was brought to trial, 
but was found to be insane, and was at 
present in an asylum. 

Coroner—Was there any justification for 
this attack on the girl? 

Witness—Absolutely none. 

Dr. O'Brien deposed that he had attended 
the girl last Friday, and found her weak and 
feverish.. ‘The wound in the throat and all 
the girl had gone through was a contributory 
cause of her death, but the immediate cause 
was heart failure, following influenza infec- 
tion and congestion of the Sea the girl's 
resistance to disease had been lowered by the 
attack. There were marks of the old scar 
on her throat, and a tube had béen inserted 
in her throat to enable her to breathe. 

The Coroner returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the medica] evidence, 


COMMISSION AGENT’S SUDDEN 
DEATH. 


Having stood up, apparently in good health, 
to observe the two minutes’ silence on Armis- 
tice Day, Leonard James Penny, 66, a Bath 
commission agent, went upstairs, collapsed 
and died immediately, It was stated at the 
inquest yesterday that two days previously 
he had a premonition that his end was not far 
off.

DUBLIN THEATRES. 
AND CINEMAS. 


“THE MAN WHO TOOK 
A CHANCE.” 


The many in Dublin who saw the film, 
“The Flag Lieutenant,’’ will remember what 
splendid acting Mr. Henry Edwards brought 
to the title part in that production. That 
memory possibly was responsible for a large 
vercentage of last night's audience in the 
taiety Theatre, where Mr. Edwards is play- 
ing the leading part in his own C.S” play, 
“'fhe Man who took a Chance.” The play 
ia being enacted on tour—it has met with 
considerable success in the North of Eng- 
land—prior to its production in London, fe 
is remarkably good. 

Mr. Edwards has set himself a part which 
calls for powers of characterisation above 
the ordinary. The piece is staged in four 
scenes, in three acts, and the story deals 
with the return of a missing heir to take 

session of a property in England. He 
as been a wanderer all his life, and, un- 
fortunately for his reputation, there are gaps 
of which he refuses to speak. An over- 
zealous detective fills in the gaps, and con- 
cludes that the returned heir is a notorious 
international “-crook ” who is wanted by the 
police. Complications arise with the desire 
of a match-making mother, who must. have 
her daughter marry the new heir despite the 
threat of prison which hangs over him. 

The play moves in a fascinating manner to 
a totally unexpected climax. Henry Edwards 
gives a most refreshing study of the returned 
heir. His is a happy disposition which 
laughs at difficulties, and his laughter last 
night was infections. He had an excellent 
partner in Miss Chrissie White, who made 
the most of a difficult part, which required 
her to sacrifice herself to save the family 
purse. An excellent part has been cast for 
the girls mother. She has some clever 
things to say about match-making mothers 
and the management of men, and generally 
has ample opportunity to call forth laughter. 
Eileen Mean in the part last night lost no 
opportunity to score: she was one of the big 
suttesses of the piece. There is also a very 
interesting specimen of the omniscent private 
detective, and Ernest Lynds gave it the right 
touch. The other characters all are well 
filled, and contribute to the smooth running 
of the play. 

The production is well staged, particularly 
the first scene of the third act, with a Vene- 
tian setting and the orchestra off the stage 


ABBEY THEATRE. 

Dablin theatregoers who show a weekly 
interest in the drama must be much pleased 
with the “discovery *’ of Martinez Sierra, 
whose play ' The Kingdom of God” is one 
of the most marked successes of the London 
autumn season. Thanks to the enterprise of 
the Dublin Drama League and the resources 
of the Abbey producers and players the 
Spanish dramatist is quite famihar to Dublin 
audiences, 

Last night at the Abbey Theatre there was 
a beautiful revival of “The Two Shepherds,’’ 
which in Spain to-day is regarded as his 
est dramatic work. In this play we are 
shown in a moving picture how the soul 
can see (iod and the working of His holy 
will through all the darkness and the sorrow 
which most affect the human mind, and cut 
across its understanding of what is right and 
what is wrong. The good priest Don 
Antonio, who for thirty years has sweated to 
lead to salvation the stupid, greedy, hard- 
hearted peasants of his Castilian village, to 
find himself in the end replaced by a young 
cleric of the modern school, is a fine dramatic 
type. It is difficult to imagine how the part 
could be played better than Mr. M. J. Dolan 
does it. With him in this production is Miss 
May Craig as the priest’s sister and old 
housekeeper, who shares his life’s work for 
that benighted parish. With him she goes 
into the banishment of an almshouse, but, 
in contrast with his almost Christ-like spirit 
of forgiveness and resignation, she is raginz 
in her heart. In both was an example of 
great and restrained acting. 

In this production three students of the 
Abbey School of Acting—Misses Hazel Ellis, 
B. Stritch and M. Dempsey—got their 
opportunity, It was good to note that each 
already appreciates the first essential of

He complimented Detective Sergeants 
Crimmins and Dawson for the way in which 
they had traced the crime and brought Dunne 
to justice. But for the skill and the 
pertinacity of these and other detective 
officers in bringing people to justice, he said, 
he did not know what the citizens would do. 


INJURED CYCLIST. 


PROSECUTION AGAINST A 
MOTORIST DROPPED. 


Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who prosecuted for the 
State, mentioned the case against Robert 
Mooney, who had been returned for trial to 
that Court on a charge of negligent driving 
which caused bodily harm. Mr. Mooney, 
counsel said, was driving along the road from 
Chapelizod to Dublin one night in December 
last, when he ran down a cyclist named 
James Thornberry, who received an injury 
for which he had to be treated in hospital.
